SCHOOL BOND ISSUE DEFEATED. 



The $50,000 bond issue for an ad- 
ditional school building, submitted 
to a vote of the citizens of Paris 
Saturday at the polls, failed to re- 
ceive the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority, and was defeated. A total of 
465 votes was cast in the election. 
267 being in favor of the issue and 
198 opposed. 

It is claimed that the failure to 
carry the proposition was due for 
the most part because the members 
of the City Board of Education 
would not make a definite promise 
to erect the proposed building in 
the south end of the city. A large 
number of school children live in 
that section who have to come a mile 
or more in all kinds of weather to 
reach the present City School build- 
ing on Seventh street. There has 
been considerable friction from the 
start in regard to the location of 
of the proposed new building. 
While many wanted it located in 
South Paris, many others contended 
it should be made part of the build- 
ing on Seventh, each adherent ad- 
vancing plausible arguments in be- 
half of their contentions.

In spite of the extremely over- 
crowded condition of the City 
Schools at the present time the 
Paris High School last year drew 
more money from the Federal Gov- 
ernment under the provisions of the 
Smith-Hughes act for vocational ed- 
ucation than any other school in 
Kentucky, with the exception of 
the combined secondary schools of 
Louisville, according to the report 
of the Smith-Hughes funds in Ken- 
tucky. 



COURT NEWS 



In the County Court Judge Geo. 
Batterton imposed a fine of $14.50 
on William Rankin on a charge of 
breach of the pea»ce. Minnie Harris, 
charged with breach of the peace, 
was dismissed. The case against 
Robert Butler, charged with hunting 
on the premises o/ another without 
permission, was continued. 

Morris Shanks, a young white 
man residing near Paris, was held 
to the grand jury at the March 
term of Bourbon Circuit Court on 
the charge of selling turkeys alleg- 
ed to have been stolen from Mrs. 
Angie Houston, of near Paris. 
Shanks furnished bond in the sum 
of $2 50. and was discharged from 
custody. Nelson Porter, colored, 
was fined $60 and costs, to be 
worked out at hard labor if not 
paid, on a charge of stealing corn 
from Robert Meteer's farm near 
Hutchison, which he was alleged to 
have disposed of to Paris merchants 
during the past summer. 

In the Court of Appeals at Frank- 
fort, Friday, the case of Kreigel vs. 
Harris, Speakes & Harris, from the 
Bourbon Circuit Court, was revers- 
ed. The question in controversy 
was over the payment of $2,000 for 
making the sale of Kriegel's farm 
on the Bethlehem pike, near Paris, 
to the Bourbon Nurseries. The 
amount was paid to Harris, Speakes 
& Harris, and suit was brought 
laiter to recover same, judgment be- 
ing given to Kriegel in the Bourbon 
court. An appeal was taken from 
this. The effect of the latter judg- 
ment is to sustain the contention 
of Harris, Speakes & Harris, who 
were represented by Talbott & Whit- 
"ey, of Paris. 

In the County Court Mary Hill 
True was appointed by County 
Judge George Batterton as adminis- 
r2jtrix. with the will annexed, of 
the estate of the late Mrs. Alice B. 
Violett, of Cincinnati, who 
killed by her husband last 
Mrs. True accepted the trust and 
qualified by furnishing bond in the 
sum of $6,000, with Walter B. Vio- 
lett as surety.

GROSCHE 
— Following an operation^ per- 
formed in the hospital, at Mont- 
Alabama. Chris Grosche. 
seventy-six. for many years one 
of the prominent business men of 
Paris, died at one o'clock yesterday 
morning. Mr. Grosche's death was 
very sudden, according to a message 
received in this city yesterday by his 
sons. Henry and Will Grosche. 

Mr. Grosche was a native of Ger- 
many, and came to America when 
quite a young man. finally coming 
to Paris, where he was in the bak- 
ery and confectionery business for 
thirty-five years, in the business 
house on Main street, now owned 
and occupied by John Merringer. 
He was a man of the strictest in- 
tegrity, one whose word was as good 
as his bond, and one whom everyone 
esteemed highly. He was closely 
identified with the business life of 
Paris in his day. and though a quiet, 
retiring man, yet took keen interest 
in all matters that pertained to the 
business welfare of the city. He 
pessessed a fund of humor, and to 
those who knew him best he was at 
his best when recounting some fun- 
ny incident, which he told in an in- 
imitable, quaint way. 

Mr. Grosche was twice married, 
his first wife preceding him to the 
grave many years ago. After his 
second marriage he moved to Mont- 
he went into 




business, in which he continued to 
the time of his death. 

Mr. Groshe is survived by his 
widow and five sons, by his first 
wife, Jos. J. Grosche, of Louisville, 
Henry J. Grosche and William Gro- 
eche, of Paris, Louis Grosche. of 
Winchester, Leo Grosclie, of Akron, 
Ohio. 

Upon receipt of the telegram, Jos. 
J. Grosche. who is connected with 
the L. & N. at Louisville, went im- 
mediately to Montgomery. 

A message from Jos. J. Grosche at 
Montgomery, Ala., was received late 
yesterday afternoon, stating that he 
was leaving with the body, and 
would arrive in Paris to-night. The 
funeral will be held at the Church 
of the Annunciation, at 9:30 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, with services 
conducted by Rev. Father William 
O'Hare. The burial will follow on 
the family lot in the Catholic Cem- 
etery.

Suits were filed Wednesday 
against twenty-six members of the 
Burley Tobacco Growers' Co-opera- 
tive Association for liquidated dam- 
ages aggregating more than $10,600 
by the legal department of the as- 
sociation, the damages asked in the 
suits ranging from $95 for the 
smallest grower to $1,500 for the 
largest sued. 

The defendants reside in fifteen 
counties of the Burley district, five 
of the cases coming from Barren 
county, three from Bath, two from 
Woodford, six from Garrard, and 
one each from Anderson, Washing- 
ton, Mason, Clark, Trimble, Mer- 
cer, Bourbon. Robertson. Owen. 
Shelby and Lewis. 

The petitions allege the signing 
of the co-operative marketing con- 
tract wfth its agreement for liqui- 
dated damages by the defendants, 
charge that the growers are all 
members of the association and that 
they have vioated that marketing 
agreement in failing to deliver the 
tobacco pledged to the association 
and ask judgment for the liquidat- 
ed damages of 5 cents a pound and 
the plaintiff's cost, including attor- 
neys' fees in each case.
